Detailed Action 

Applicants' response and arguments filed on 05/17/10 have been fully considered 
and are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Said 
response amended claims 43, 46, 47, 72 and 73. Thus, claims 43, 45-47, 72 and 73 are 
pending in this application for examination. 

Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office action are hereby 
withdrawn.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 43, 45-47, 72 and 73 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a 
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diligent search, it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests a 
polynucleotide encoding a polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID 
NO:2, said polypeptide having mono-acylglycerol (MAG) and fatty acyl CoA transferase 
activity (see page 1 of specification), and said encoding polynucleotide comprising the 
nucleic acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 , as claimed in claims 43, 45-47, 72 and 73.
